Others have sug- 
gested merely a shorter week. 


Union leaders know that a re- 
duction of hours is not the most 
desirable answer. Increased pro- 
duction is what the nation most 
needs. Automation’s purpose is to 
reduce costs and up the output of 
goods. But labor leadership in 
some industrial areas cannot ig- 
nore the pressure of membership 
if business improves and there is 
still no substantial decline in the 
numbers out of work. 


For the sake of our perspective 
we must understand that unless 
the economy can provide normal 
employment at 40 hours, then 
shorter hours to spread the work 
will be an inevitable development 
in some of the mass-production 
industries. 


Change by Leaps 


The odd fact is that the history 
of the work week is not one of 
progressive, slow change, but one 
of leaps. The 60-hour system per- 
sisted until 1916 when Woodrow 
Wilson supported legislation es- 
tablishing an eight-hour day for 
railroad workers. 


This _act ended a long, dars|—But meanwhile the U.S. em- 


night for organized labor. 
early May of 1886 the Organized 
Trades and Labor Unions sought 
an eight-hour agreement. A 
strike in the McCormick plant at 
Chicago brought on a riot. 


Two days later a bomb was ex- 
ploded in a mass meeting held at 
the old Haymarket to protest 
police brutality. Seven officers 
were killed. Public opinion was 
so strongly anti-labor that the 
drive for a shorter week, which 
had begun a generation before, 
was for years abandoned. (There 
was, of course, no machinery for 


collective bargaining in 1886.) 


The 10-hour day was hailed as 
a tremendous reform. It grew out 
of the Civil War’s stimulus to 
industry. Ordinary workmen 
of intelligence in the larger cities 
were glad to get $2 per day. 
Work began at 7 a.m. There was 
an hour off for lunch. The day 
ended at 6 p.m. 


In some few industries the 
hours “qyere a bit shorter. In 
others longer. The drivers of 
horse-cars and stages, for ex- 
ample, worked 18 hours per day. 


Lot of Women 


The lot of women was worse. 
Thousands of them toiled in the 
new war-spawned factories. In 
general, they worked from 7:30 
in the morning until 9 p.m. for 
the princely wage of $5 per week. 


“Eight-Hour Clubs” were 
formed in the 1860s and were 
quickly denounced as socialistic. 
Many of the new immigrant 
workers were Socialists from Eu- 
rope and their presence and ad- 
vocacy of the shorter week and of 
better working conditions, lent 
substance to the attacks on the 
shorter work week as being a 
radical innovation introduced by 
“foreigners.” 


The 30-hour week proposal is 
not new. Many unions, including 
the AFL. recommended it in the 
depression depths of the 1930s 
when about 11 million jobless 
were in distress.

WASHINGTON—President Ken- 


nedy is planning to send Adlai E. 
Stevenson on a goodwill tour of 
Latin America next month. 


Officials said that a proposed 
itinerary had been submitted to 
Stevenson, the permanent U.S. 
representative at the United 
Nations. 


Informants declined to say 
what nations Stevenson would 
visit. The supposition was that 
he definitely would include those 
countries which have shown re- 
luctance to join in any inter- 
American actions against Cuba. 
TO ASK CONFERENCE 

A trip objective is to urge 
Latin American governments to 
agree on ‘a political counter- 
part” to the economic conference 
which will meet July 15 in 
Montivideo. 


Following the abortive Cuba 
invasion by Cuban exiles April 
17, U.S. diplomats took soundings 
in Latin American capitals on a 
foreign ministers meeting to con- 
sider a united break in diplo 
matic relatons with Castro and 
the creation of an Inter-Ameri- 
can committee to combat Com- 
munist subversion. 


Preliminary reaction in several 
capitals encouraged hope in 
Washington of majority support 
for sanctions. This hope was 
strengthened by denunciations of 
Premier Castro in the Latin- 
American press following his 
May 1 proclamation of Cuba as 
a “socialist state.” 

HOPES DASHED 


The hopes were dashed a week 
ago, however, when Brazil, Mexi- 
co and Ecuador opposed any ac- 
tion against Cuba. President 
Janio Quadros #f Brazil declared 
that his government was “‘op- 
posed to any foreign interven- 
tion, direct or indirect, to impose 
on Cuba any given form of gov- 
ernment.” 


Stevenson visited 12 countries 
in Latin America in 1960, and 
conferred with presidents, cabinet 
ministers, leaders of labor and 
industry, professors and univer- 
sity students. 


Since he became U.N. am- 
bassador, Stevenson has widened 
his acquaintance with Latin 
American diplomats and his un- 
derstanding of Latin American 
economic and social problems. 


The ministerial economic ton- 
ference in July is designed to 
launch President Kennedy’s $500 
million “‘AHiance for Progress”’ 
program. 


The Council of the Organiza- 
tion of American States approved 
plans Thursday to hold the con- 
ference in Uruguay beginning 
July 15. The site probably will 
be Punta del Este, a resort near 
Montevideo.

John L. Pledger, a partner in 
McKinney‘s Apothecary, said they 
had bought the drugs in good 
faith from Palmer and Co., a drug 
wholesaler in Houston, Tex.

Pledger said FDA agents came 
by on a routine inspection about 
a month ago and picked up sam- 
ples of their drugs. 


“If we had any counterfeits in 
our supplies it was certainly with- 
out our knowledge,” Pledger said.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Unit- 
ed States returned a terse “no 
comment” Thursday to Cuban 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro’s 
proposal that President John F. 
Kennedy ransom anti-Castro pris- 
oners with bulldozers. 


Castro said in a speech, after 
citing Kennedy’s support of the 
abortive April 17 rebel invasion, 
that captured invaders could be 
ransomed. 


“Let him send 500 bulldozers 
and we will send the prisoners 
back,” Castro said. 

Cuban reports said there were 
more than 1,000 prisoners in Cas- 
tro’s nands. At the State depart- 
ment, press office Lincoln White 
said: “I have no comment. This 
statement speaks for itself.” 
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Chinese Ask Soviet 
To Bail Them Out 


WASHINGTON ‘(UPI)—Red China is being forced 
into greater dependence on Russia as a result of re- 
peated crop failures and other economic troubles, Ameri- 
can officials said Thursday. 


Chinese leader Mao Tze-Tung’s 
days are numbered. They are in- 
clined to dismiss as wishful think- 
ing any notion that hard times 
will touch off a popular revolt in 
Red China. 


But there are some signs that 
Moscow is making the Red Chi- 
nese fully acknowledge their inde- 
pendence on their Communist 
brothers in Russia. 


For example, negotiations on 
this year’s Soviet aid agreement 
were recessed in Peiping in 
March, They resumed in Moscow 
in April but still have not been 
concluded. 


Perhaps because of this delay, 
the annual spring announcement 
of Communist China’s production 
achievements for the previous 
year and goals for the new year 
still has not been issued. 


Red China’s bare foreign ex- 
change treasury and prospects of 
mounting trade deficits apparent- 
ly will force it to seek still more 
help from Moscow. 


Emergency food imports were 
believed to have all but wiped out 
Communist China’s foreign ex- 
change reserves. Food shortages 
forced Peiping to arrange for im- 
portation of six million tons of 
wheat and barley from Canada 
and 762,000 tons of wheat from 
Australia over the next two years 
at.an estimated cost of $450 mil- 
lion. 

In 1958, China had a surplus of 
1.2 billion rubles in its trade ac- 
counts with Russia. But much of 
the surplus was used to pay for 
Soviet aid. In 1959 the Chinese 
surplus dropped to 538 million 
rubles. In 1960 the surplus had 
changed into a deficit of undis- 
closed size. 


Officials here and abroad indi- 
cated that the informal summit 
talks will be held in Vienna, Aus- 
tria. 


OFFICIAL SILENCE 


Apparently for reasons of proto- 
col, there was official silence on 
the subject at the White House 
Thursday. Such announcements 

are made simultaneously 
in the capitals involved. 


But one thing pointing to a 
probable announcement Friday 


was the fact that White House 


press secretary Pierre Salinger 
moved up by one hour—to 9 a.m. 
—his daily meeting with reporters, 


Kennedy also scheduled a meet- 
ing Friday with the National Se- 
curity Council. The summit plans 
presumably could come up there, 


On his arrival from Ottawa, 
Kennedy said he was “‘very, very 
pleased”’ with his two-day confer- 
ence with Canadian Prime Minis- 
ter John Diefenbaker. He followed 
up that visit by discussing his 
coming Paris visit with Gen. 
James Gavin, U.S. ambassador to 
France. 


OTHER DISCUSSIONS 

Kennedy also discussed the 
Paris trip with Dean Acheson, his 
adviser on the North Atlantic Al- 
liance; McGeorge Bundy, special 
presidential assistant; Foy D. 
Kohler, assistant secretary of 
state for European affairs, and 
Charles E. Bohlen, State depart- 
ment expert on Russia. 


Despite Bohlen’s presence, Sal- 
inger said the talks were confined 
to the Paris visit. None of the 
officials would comment as they 
left. 


The President also held a coffee- 
and-talk session with a group of 
congressmen during his first busy 
day back in the capital. 


Kennedy leaves for Paris May 
31. He and De Gaulle are certain 
to discuss the North. Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, particularly 
the French President’s policy dis- 
agreements with other members 
of the alliance. 


Before Kennedy left Ottawa, he 
and Diefenbaker issued a joint 
communique denouncing any 
Western Hemisphere alignment 
with Communist outsiders. It was 
an obvious new slap at Cuba. 


The two leaders agreed that 
Communist incursions in this half 
of the world were a threat to 
“peaceful and democratic evolu- 
tion of the Latin American peo 
ples.”” They termed this “‘a mat- 
ter for serious concern.” 


The communique did not men- 
tion Kennedy’s expressed hopes 
that Canada would join the Or- 
ganization. of American States 
and would join in aiding 
needy Latin American nations. 
But it said Diefenbaker assured 
the President ‘of Canada’s con- 
tinued and increasing interest in 
inter-American affairs.” 


Sir Winston 
Suffering 


Mild Illness 


LONDON: (UPI)—Sir Winston 
Churchill is suffering from what 
was announced Thursday as “a 
very mild indisposition.”’ 

He was under careful observa- 
tion because of his age, 86. Lord 
Moran, his personal physician, 
visited him Thursday morning 
and later said: 


“There is nothing more I can 
say at the moment. As has been 
said, the indisposition is slight.” 


Asked if he would call at the 
Churchill town house at Hyde 
Park Gate again Thursday he re- 
plied, “I do not know. It de- 
pends on things.”’ 


Sir Winston’s illness was dis- 
closed by a foreign office spokes- 
man in announcing that the for- 
mer prime minister had canceled 
an appointment to meet President 
Habib Bourguiba of Tunisia who 
is on an official visit to London.

NEW YORK (UPI)—Two prominent government 
officials came up with economic good news Thursday— 
predictions of a business upturn and an increase in 


employment. 


Presidential adviser Walter W. 
Heller told the University of Con- 
necticut’s annual Loeb Awards 
meeting that there will be a rise 
of $25 billion in the output of 
goods and services in the last 
three quarters of this year. 


Ewan Clague, federal commis- 
sioner of Labor Statistics, told 
the convention of the National 
Industrial Conference Board he 
expects the jobless rate to fall 
by December to 6 per cent of the 
labor force on a seasonally ad- 
justed basis compared with the 
recession high of 6.8 per cent. 


Hellér said our gross national 
product currently is running $50 
billion a year below what it could 
be if we utilized American man- 
power, materials and machines 
to the fullest. He said that loss 
amounted to $500 for every family 
in the country.

Schools Need Help 


As the Senate debates federal aid to 
education and amendments and _threat- 
ened amendments endanger chances of 
passage even further, the need has not 
been dissipated one whit. In fact, it be- 
comes more acute with each passing day 
as proved by a disclosure here Wednesday 
by the GEA. 


Frank Hughes, executive secretary of 
the organization, told a legislative com- 
mittee that 3,300 teachers have left the 
profession this school year mainly be- 
cause of low pay. And this comes at a 
time when the shortage of qualified 
teachers is one of the biggest problems of 
Georgia schools. 

The bill as written is clear enough. It 
provides for federal funds for school 
construction. and teachers’ salaries to be 
distributed by each state on the basis of 
local needs. The administration and Sec- 
retary Ribicoff have given assurances 
there will be no attempt at federal con- 
trol of education. Funds would not be de- 
nied to segregated schools. Rights of the 


clauses purposely were left out. 

Attempts either to deny funds to seg- 
regated systems or to guarantee such 
funds will not be withheld could result in 
no bill again this year. 

Entangling the measure in the civil 
rights issue as a way of killing it is a 
cruel and cynical blow at America’s chil- 
dren. The rights issue will remain and is 
a matter for the courts. Meanwhile, there 
is a shortage of 142,000 classrooms in the 
country and more than 700,000 children 
attend double and triple sessions. The 
teacher shortage grows worse. 

Here in Georgia, where strenuous ef- 
forts to improve education are being 
made, we are sliding backward. The 
state’s congressional delegation should 
take a long and searching look at what 
the GEA is trying to show them. 
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Law To Control Dogs 
Still Needed in DeKalb 


The majority of persons attending a 
hearing by the DeKalb County Commis- 
sion on proposed control of dogs made it 
clear they wanted even stiffer restric- 
tions than those suggested by Commis- 
. sioner Brince Manning. 

They are right in saying there should 
be a leash law: But because of poor en- 
forcement examples set by Atlanta and 
Decatur, some believe it would be im- 
practical in DeKalb. 

Such would be the case only if those 
responsible for enforcement allow it to 
be. 

At any rate, DeKalb’s dog population 
is estimated at 10,000, which means the 
county has more canines than a good 
many other counties have people. 

Dog controls are needed in DeKalb and 
the question should be resolved as to how 
to go about obtaining them.

New Isolationists 


A Great Danger 


WASHINGTON — American foreign policy 
stands at the most fateful crossroads since the 


old isolationists and pacifists narrowly failed = ee 
two decades ago to prevent this country from joining in the re- 


sistance to the Nazis and fascists. This movement honestly believed 
itself dedicated to “‘peace”’ and to America first.

But had it had its way, America 
would have finished not first but 
third—the third victim, after Brit- 
ain and France, of an antihuman 
force centered in Adolf Hitler. 

Now there has risen to frighten- 
ing influence a new American iso- 
lationism, a new American paci- 
fism which may, well destroy the 
capacity of United States to 
resist the antihuman force 
of international communigm. 

In one way, indeed, the danger 
is greater than then. For the old 
isolationists, the old pacifists at 
least did not deny their isolation- 
ism, their pacifism. But the new 
isolationism will not acknowledge 
itself for what it is. The new pac- 
ifism will not admit, even to it- 
self, that the inevitable end of 
its reasoning is the surrender of 
one anti-Communist position after 
another until there will be at last 
no place left for the West to turn 


ing of their policies under a bland, 
superior cloud of self-deluding 
talky-talk. They do not simply 
say flatly that we should take 
no risk in this world—not in Cuba, 
not in Laos, not anywhere—and 
let it go at that. . 

With that kind of candor, the 
issues could at any rate be met 
head on. Rather, they argue, for 
example, simply that Cuba is not 


really a threat to the United 
States. 


So it is with Laos. Laos is not 
really worth any risk, either. 

The new isolationists, the new 
pacifists have honorable motives. 
But at the very bottom they are 
also men caught by a — 
and shallow myth expieded way 
back in Hitler’s time for all man- 
kind to see. This is the delusion 
that all force is always evil (and 
all generals always stupid), even 
when only force is left to defend 
right and justice. It is the 
delusion that only “diplomacy”’ 
and “‘negotiation”’ are acceptable 
weapons. 

So we fail in Cuba because we 
dare not risk direct action and 
thus the censure of the neoisola- 
tionists, the neopacifists in this 
and other countries. So our’ sec- 
retary of state refuses one day to 
sit down at Geneva with Com- 
munist gunmen and next day 
agrees to sit down with them, 
under pressure of the neopacifists 
in England, in France and here. 

It is easy to laugh aside those 
who object to these surrenders. 
It is only necessary to suggest 
that we are simply naive, excit- 
able men, flag-wavers and war- 
mongers. But just as Hitler trag- 
ically fooled the old isolationists 
and pacifists, Khrishchev is trag- 
ically fooling this new lot.

Georgians gave the stork no 
rest during the 1960s. 


The o'l bird scarcely had time 
to catch his breath as he deliv- 
ered an average of 11.77 babies 
in Georgia every hour of every 
day during the past decade. 


The state’s 10-year birth total 
of 1,031,000 was the nation’s 12th 
largest, the Atlanta field office of 
the U.S. Census Bureau said 
Thursday. 


At the other end of the life 
scale, the number of Georgians 
who died during the ‘50s totaled 
319,000. 


The census bureau also pointed 
rout that Georgia in the past 10 
years lost 214,000 residents ‘‘to the 
migratory shifts taking place in 
the nation, 


Twenty-seven other states, in- 
cluding 12 in the South, also suf- 
fered migratory losses during the 
1950s. Georgia’s loss was the 12th 
largest in the country. 


Had Georgia not suffered the 
migratory loss, a census spokes- 
man said, the state’s population 
gain “‘would have been stupen- 
dous instead of the 499,000 it did 
experience.”’ 


In total deaths during the past 
decade, Georgia ranked 15th in 
the nation.

The aldermanic board’s zoning committee recom-

Forbes, 
chief planner of the Atlanta-Ful- 
ton County Planning office. 


Jamés Shepherd, president of 
the Buckhead Business and De- 
vetopment Association, and 
Granger Hansell, attorney, sup- 
ported the program. Hansell spe- 
cifically asked approval of an in- 
ner traffic distribution system, 
which would be financed by pri-

curate old expression is ‘‘sore as 
a boil” — and presently “‘comes 
to a head” and breaks. 


This relieves the pressure, and 
the pain subsides. However, in 
the pus that escapes, there are 
some germs which are still ac- 
tive and looking for trouble. 
Some of them find other tiny skin 
glands in which to colonize, and 
that’s how ‘“‘a crop of sties’’ oc- 
curs. 


Hot compresses may hasten the 
formation of a head. This head 
then can be nicked. It reduces the 
painful pressure. But since it 
also permits escape of some 
germs, have this nick, or tiny 
puncture, made by your doctor. 
He can see what he’s doing bet- 
ter than you can. He’s used to 
procedures used to blot up the 
germ - carrying fluid. He can use 
antibiotic salves or other medi- 
cations to suppress the germs. 
Definitely I do not recommend 


ing a friend or relative try it. 


What you can do to advantage 
is to avoid rubbing or touching 
your eyes. Touch the face as lit- 
tle as possible until the trouble 
is entirely over. As an added pre- 
caution, be fussily careful about 
washing your hands thoroughly, 
for it doesn’t seem to require 
very many of the staph germs to 
start another sty — and then a 
succession of them.

At this early date, for example, 
Mr. Bob Eskew is fresh out of ducats 
for next fall's socials with Auburn and 
Georgia. In fact, Mr. Eskew already is 
reluctantly making refunds since or- 
ders for the Auburn contest exceeded 
available tiekets. Demand for Georgia 
ducats is so heavy that no solo sales 
are being made. Some 24,000 season- 
ticket buyers purchased the entire al- 
lotment. 


If you wish to watch Tech at all 
next fall, we would suggest that you 
promptly call on Mr. Eskew at the 
athletic office and bring money. He 
has tickets to the Rice, Duke and Flor- 
ida games stil] in the racks, but they 
are not apt to survive the summer.

—A Ten-Year Reservation at Grant Field 


In brief, citizens will be permitted to build the seats they buy 
for the next decade. That’s what Coach Dodd was explaining at the 


Thursday party. 


Tech would prefer to foot the bill. But due to the high cost of 
living, supporting an athletic program, etc., the Engineers need 


financial assistance. 


As Dodd explained it, Tech intends to double deck the East 
stands. A total of 7,788 pews will be added, but the net gain will 
be 4,384. Temporary track bleachers, totaling 3,404 seats, will be 
dismantled. The Tech publicity release benevolently labels those 
seats around the track “relatively undesirable.” 


A picture of new double-deckers elsewhere in this section 
shows that the new seats will be desirable. For the first time 
in many moons, you don’t have to be a Tech graduate to sit 
around the 50. But, as they sav in football, you have to pay the 


price. 


Tech is selling 10-year options on seats in Section A of the 
covered lower deck for $250; in Section B upper and lower deck 
for $200. Enthusiastic response from a survey conducted in April 
convinced Dodd and the board of financial strategy that the public 
is anxious to support the deal. A more expensive and expansive 
program on the West stands collapsed in 1956. 


—A Chance To Sit With Fellow Loyalists 


According to current blueprints, around $600,000-is needed to 
complete the project.
